Friday night’s all 
right for fighting

\ quarrel between a fraternity 
member and another person esca 
lated into a beer-soaked brawl in- 
volving about 80 people and tainted 
the May | Fight Night boxing 
matches of CSUS’ River City Days 

At least two people were re 
portedly injured in the melee and 
Officer Robert Vastola of the 
Department of Public Safety was 
assaulted by a metal folding chair 

Vastola suffered a fractured 
scapula and a dislocated shoulder 
and was taken to Kaiser Hospital 

The boxing exhibition was held 
in the South Gym and was attended 
by about 2,000 spectators. Two 
Campus policemen were assigned to 
the event ard two other officers 
were patrolling On campus, according 
to Department of Public Safety 
spokesman Carl Perry 

The aliercauon began sometime 
after 10 p.m. during the final fight of 
the evening and rapidly spread 
throughout the gym and onto cam- 
pus. Campus police received backup 
heip from eight Sacramento Police 
untis and quickly quelled the chaos 
according to Perry 


Although there were no arrests, 
Perry said that there would be a 
thorough invesugation. He added 
that earher reports that 300 people 


jomed the fracas were exaggerated 


“Tt just got out of control and too 
big for anyone to handle,” Dean of 
Students Tim Comstock said of the 
brawl. “We have a videotape of the 
incident and we will definuely pursue 
acuon against any student who 
parucipated in it.” 

Many of the people involved in 
the incident were drunken, and beer 
was sold throughout the boxing 
event, which began at 7:30 p.m. A 
temporary beer and wine license for 
the event was granted by the 
Department of Alcoholic Beverage 
Control as in past year 

“There is no doubt that alcohol 
contributed to the scuffle, but not in 
the limited volumes we sold it in,” 
Comsiock said. “Students were 
drinking Out in the sun all day and 
some showed up at Fight Night 
looking for trouble.” 

“I'm just disappointed,” he added 
“This is the first major incident 
we've had (during Fight Night). We 
have had isolated fights in the past, 
but nothing to the order of this.”

Dean Comstock describes his 
philosophy for Student Affairs

Speaking before a crowd of 60 CSUS administia- 
tors and faculty members April 24 in the Oak Room i 
the University Union, Dean of Student Affairs fim 
Comstock laid out his philosophy for operating Student 
Affairs on this campus. 

“In order for student development to take place 
Ceriain basic services must be present,” said Comstock 
“It is the job of nearly every Student Affairs program to 
keep our students on campus, which means much more 
than merely keeping them on an academically eligible 
track, though that is, of course, essenuai.” 

Comstdck went on w enumerate a myriad of the 
services offered on campus: health and psychological 
services, the Office of Student Employmeni, financial 
aid, the Student Activities Office, the Career Develop- 
ment and Placement Center and the University's Advi- 
sorv Committee on AIDS to name a few. All of which

“enable us to direct our efforts to more personalized 
tace-+to-lace contact with students.” 

In addition to his confidence in these specific servi- 
ces, Comstock ts also in search of a much more elusive 
commodity, one that haunts nearly every facet of 
CSUS life: a lack of community 

“Fhe second major underpinning of what Student 
Affairs attempts to accomplish ts the establishment of a 
true sense of Community on the campus. | think it is 
ternbly important for this campus to develop a sense of 
itself as a Community.” 

It 1s his belief that the lack of a “solid self-identity 
and spirit of community” on this campus is attributable 
to three factors relating to the development of the 
campus, Noting that the campus did not just grow over 
time, but “exploded —- doubling in size,” Comstock 
does not believe that the luxury of gradual evolution 
was afforded the Sacramento campus. Thus, the cam- 
pus could not develop traditions over a period of evolu- 
onary growth 

“Secondly, probably because of our very rapid 
growth, this campus never got around to quite defining 
exactly what it is —-or what it seeks to be. We are 
almost the educational equivalent of Dorothy Parker's 
definition of Oakland: ‘There's no there, there.”” 

For his third reason Comstock cited a less than 
enthusiastic admimstration and faculty: “...this campus, 
very frankly, has over a generation of less than solid, 
productive and steady leadership from its admunistra- 
von and faculty.” Continuing that tack he placed before 
his crowd “...the premise that the education we seck to 
deliver is more than the curricular offerings of our 
avademuc units. Beyond that is the assumption that in 
order to build a true community, we need to stumulate 
the active involvement of our students in the life of the 


campus,”

Is KXPR a campus radio station?

Eight years ago, CSUS gave up 
its tiny, student-run radio station w 
fill a void in the Sacramento 
broadcast community. Sacramento 
was the largest meiropolitan area 
without a cultural radio stauon 
The university's radio frequency 
and federal startup funds com 
bined to give birth to a local 
National Public Radio station, 
KXPR, FM 91 

National Publi 
like public television, pay their bills 
with donated funds. K XPR receives 
about 95 percent of its budget from 
donated funds, mostiy collected dur- 
ing @ twice-yearly pledge week. 

Also like public television, pub- 
ic radio offers its listeners alterna- 
tives to commerical broadcasts, 
KXPR plays classical music and 
jazz and broadcasts National Public 
Radio’s in-depth news program, “All 
Things Considered.” The station 
also runs drama programs and a 
comedy folk music program called 
“A Prairie Home Companion.” 


Kado stavons 


Student parucipation is sull wel- 
come at KXPR. Although the sta- 
tion uses a professional broadcast 
staff, student interns have contrib- 
uted to market research, newswrit- 
ing and pro, um production, Gen- 
eral manager, Phil Corriveau, notes 
that some students have gone on to 
career jobs in broadcasting. “KXPR 
has a good reputation, not only 
locally, but nationally,” 
veau. “We had a student production 


said Corn- 


assistant who was |iured by a televi 
ston station in Reno.” 

Last year KXPR moved off 
campus to a larger building. The 
building accomniodates a fairly iarge 
broadcast studio with double sound- 
proof walls and windows with four 
panes of glass. The station transmits 
to its tower, about five miles outside 
of Sacramento, Although KXPR’s 
main audience is Sacramento, the 
station also serves Davis and has a 
substation in South Lake Tahoe. 

A satellite dish receives the 
National Public Radio “All Things 
Considered.” The program comes 
from the East Coast and ‘s broadcast 
three hours later by KXPR so that it 


would play during commuter drive 
time 

The stauion uses news wire servi- 
ces but also has a reporter staff for 
local news. Manager Corriveau said 
there ts no conflict with news from 
other stations since National Public 
Radio provides in-depth stories 
rather than the typical headhne-type 
news 

One room in. KXPR’s new 
building contains the stanon’s huge 
record library. The library houses 
over 15,000 jazz and classical 
albums. The station also keeps one 
or the largest collections of digital 
classical recordings. “The discs gre 
really expensive,” said Corriveau 
“Record companies don’t give away 
free copies of those, like they do 
with rock records.” 

K XPR's program is decided some 
time ahead and published in a 
member's program guide. However, 
on Fridays the station plays requests 
it has received through the mail. The 
station is also concerned about what 
listeners want to hear. Comments

These are the types of messages we have received all of our lives about 
rape. These are seif-deteating messages. Our lives have been 
restricted, we have been locked inside our doors, out of sight, while rapists 
roam the streets freely. | am one who refuses to be victimized any longer 
and I seek to free all women from their victumization 

How many more of us have to be raped before we siart believing in the 
importance of self-defense? How many of us have to die before we preach 
self-defense as loudly and strongly as we preach that women should walk in 
pais’? 

Why ts it that everywhere I go on this campus, | hear the same traditional 
messages for women, and no One speaks of making self-defense a mandatory 
course for every woman on campus’? Why is it that every promising 
exploration into the issue of rape on this campus brings in the escort service, 
not self-defense? 

Why don’t we realize that unul we make it dangerous for men to rape 
us,rape will continue to occur in epidemic proportions? What better way to 
make rape dangerous than to know how to protect ourselves with our 
bodies’ natural weapons’? Why don't we demand to hear that four out of 
every five women who do fight back avoid being raped? 

CSUS 1s lucky to have one of the best self-defense for women instructors; 
she has been here since 1971. She empowers women both physically and 
emotionally to deal with rape situations. She unwinds every negative, 
self-defvating message we have gotten concerning our personal safety. She 
will help you to understand that you are worth protecting, not dying 

An average of six classes are offered every semester, including an 
intermediate Class that deals with weapons. Self-defense teaches us to make 
rape dangerous and debilitating for our attackers. Women in the community 
have hitle access to perscnal safety classes. We at CSUS not only have 
access to the classes, but we have one of the best instructors. Let’s take 
advantage of the opportunity to learn self-defense while we are in an 
atmosphere where the opportunity exists, 

I realize that to take a self-defense class means that we must consciously 
ackwowledge the potenuality of being a rape victim, and | realize that this 
acknowledgement is difficult, painful and angering. But would you rather be 
in healthy discomfort today, or be dead tomorrow because the pain and 
anger were too much to bear yesterday? I choose life, and | want you to 
choose iife, woo, 

Noone is going to tell you to take self-defense; it is up to you to do it for 
yourself. Maybe a woman who has been raped by five men will tell you to 
take a self-defense class. Maybe a woman whose male lover raped her will 
tell you to take a self-defense class. Maybe a woman who was raped and 
murdered would have told you to take a self-defense class — had she lived. 

As it stands,take ut from a woman who has not been raped and who is 
presently in the mtermediate s. |‘-defense class: TAKE SELF-DEFENSE! It 
may save your life. 

You may not carry your physics, art, accounting 
or government with you always, but you will carry your self-defense with 
you always.

Robert Fauble, owner of the The Beat record store 
has made one of Sacramento's best kept secrets a phen- 
omena! success with little advertising and no fanfare. 
Fauble has planned the same lack of attention for his 
fifth year in business. 

Fauble, a CSUS graduate, turns all his attention to 
his products punk, new wave and rock posters; 
videos, compact discs and casettes, with a special affec- 
tion for records. “I love records... what we get goes into 
records,” Fauble explained. 

His method has worked. In five years, he has 
increased his profits more than ten fold, gained an 
aimost faultless reputation, obtained the means to 
expand his store on H and 56th Sireet and perhaps open 
@ new store, 

And he had fun while doing it. His love for records, 
he insists, is one of the main reasons for his success. 
“We've always reinvested the majority of the profits 
into more inventory and kept everything else real 
low...we don’t spend hardly anything on advertising,” 
Fauble said. 

Fauble’s dedication to inventoiy shows. Though 
low on decoration, the store is loaded with records 
from hundreds of punk, new wave and rock artists. He 


sells both new and used records, specializing in hard-to- 
find records and devoting an entire section of the store 
to 12 inch dance mixes. 

All records are available for rent. There is always a 
record being spun for the customers’ pleasure and 
requests are taken. The store smells like vinyl, but 
Fauble insists it is not enough: “1 come in and all I see is 
what we're out of, not what we have.” 

Hard-to-find posters and viieos can also be found 
The posters are mostly overszed framing-quality from 
alternative groups. The videos are also mainly alterna- 
tive bands and are reaswnalsty priced. Hard-to-find 
items that are not found at The Beat may be special 
ordered, and, last summer,customers were able to put 
in special requests to Fauble for when he waveled to 
England. 

Next month will see the addition of a FAX machine 

a phone hook-up machine that gives a readout of 
what is available in England. “We have a great inven- 
tory — one of the best in Northern California for an 
independent record store,” said Fauble. 

In addition to the inventory, the no-frills, almost 
ramshackle appearafice and attitude make The Beat a 
remarkable find. “We're a little more homey, a little 
more friendly. It’s like shopping in your living room,”

Indeed, the film breaks with 


traditional prostitute stereotypes 

Women want to be in control, and 

they sell a new type of sex 
“Prostitutes don’t all come from 


poverty or broken homes. They 


make a economic choice based on 
other work options, and for many of 
them, renting their bodies is pre- 
ferable to working a 40 hour week,” 
said Borden in an interview to Cathy 
Phoenix. 





“There's got to be a way for 
women to control images of pro- 
sutution. My purpose was not to 
make a film that is sexually exciting 
to a man,” said Borden. “All the sex 
is shot from a woman's point of 
view.” 

Phe nature of work in our culture 
is the issue that the movie brings into 
question. Also, Borden sees the sex 
acts divorced from feeling, as a 
special contract between men and 
women of our society. This idea ss 
new and sull hard to take for granted 
If sexual acts are really dissociated 
from feeling, what ts this great thing 
called Love? 

Such a thought 1s scary for our 
young generation who wants and 
needs to believe in love including 
feelings and sex. Renting her body is 
not something every woman could 
do,this is my answer to Borden. In 
addition, intimacy is a very personal 
nouon.

Studio B gives actors hope

You no longer have to migrate to Los Angeles or San 
Francisco to receive professional actor training. Studi 
B at 2727 B Street offers an alternative, high standards 
and professional actor training classes 

Studio B The Actor's Workshop offers six-week 
training sessions consisting of two-hour classes every 
week, The cost---$225. This is not at all inflated con- 
sidering the caliber of the staff, especially an instructor 
named Ivan Crow. 

Crow ended up in Sacramento accidently. He was 
doing doctoral work at UCD. Becoming dissatisfied 
with the UCD program because it didn’t stress the 
performance aspects enough, Crow decided to see what 
was going on in Sacramento. So, he drifted into Sacra- 
mento, not knowing a soul, and met up with Evan 
Nosoff. Nosoff directs the Modern Theatre Ensemble 
and soon he put Crow in charge of directing workshops 

From there, Crow aimed his creative energies 
toward Manikin Manor. There he designed an acting 
program for the agency. Crow then met up with Mary 
Dangerfield the director of Studio B last Fall. They 
began talking about opening a more professional actor 
training school, and the idea of this type of school 
became a reality. 


So, what makes Crow specia! or different from other 
instructors in town? First of all,he isn't in it for the 
money. He doesn't accept students uniess he sees poten- 
tial in them during an interview nor does he recruit 
people off the streets. The perspective student must 
show his interest by calling for an interview and 
seeing it through. 


Crow 1s aiso highly trained in the field. He has not 
only studied drama and received a M.F.A. but also has 
gone out and performed numerous umes on the slage 
and in film. Crow received his acting and disecting 
(raining ai both Brandeis University and the University 
of North Carolina at Greensboro. He studied move- 
ment and dance with \lwin Nikolais, worked with 
Facets of Chicago learning Growtowsk: acting tech- 
miques, learned transformauonal acting at the Uheatre 
Workshop Boston, both directed and produced on the 
stage, and taught community college. 

What Crow 1s trying to promote is “good basic 
training education.” Education is Crow's key word. An 
education concerning the industry, the actor, and the 
camera. He feels the best actors are “those who let their 
own Creative self out, confront themselves, and basi- 
cally drop the shit at the door.” 

Crow helps to draw this out of his students by 
teaching collective acting techniques, as well as helping 
the potential actor realize the difference between ysst 
achieving technical perfection and emphasizing the 
expression of oneself in acting by letting his “creative 
juices flow.” To achieve this, he believes that it is 
important for the actors to broaden their social circles, 
become more in touch with themselves, and keep striv- 
ing upward after each goal has been met. “The best 
actors are the ones who thought they couldn't do it.” 

Currently, Crow teaches classes concerning the 
Fundamentals of Acting, The Audition Process, Child- 
ren’s Acting, and Acting for Business Performance. The 
Classes are kept stnall so that more personalized and 
individual attention can be given to each student. Five 
years from now, Crow hopes that Studio B “will be 
recognized as a center of professional actor training on 
the West Coast...or the nation.”
